WHILE  Hobson’s  choice  is  the  unenvi- 
able position  of  Victoria  ratepayers 
with  regard  to  the  ice  arena,  that  is 
not  to  say  that  any  proposal  to  finish  the 
project  will  be  assured  of  automatic  endorse- 
ment.. There  will  have  to  be  the  most  care- 
ful analysis  of  the  further  sum  needed  if 
doubts  are  to  be  allayed.

All  three  llshlng  routines  have  their 
adherents.  The  pole  fishermen,  tylio' 
lure  the  fish  with  live  bait  and  catch 
them  on  barbless  hooks,  market  about 
three-fourths  cf  the  annual  catch,  are 
equipped  for  two-month  cruises,  ^and 
have  storage  and  freezing  facilities  for 
several  hundred  tons  of  tuna;  thfe 
purse  seiners  have  nets  half  a mile 
In  length  and  two  hundred  feet  in

six  lines  trailing  astern  with  Jigs  and 
spinners  as  lures. 

The  troller  method  Is  the  one  most 
favored  so  far  In  British  Columbia 
waters;  and  will  probably  continue  to 
be  EO^untll  something  definite  can  be 
determined  with  regard  to  the  habits 
of  the  unpredictable  tuna.  It  would 
hardly  be  good  business,  even  with  the 
presence  of  the  coveted  fish  in  such 
large  ouantlties  as  far  north  as  Alas- 
kan waters  this  season. 

TUNA  SHIPS  COSTLY 

The  fact  that  tuna  have  given  north- 
ern fishermen  a chance  to  cash  in  on 
Lheir  popularity  hardly  warrants  the 
building  of  such  craft  as  now  sail  from 
California,  some  costing  half  a million 
of  dollars,  with  a range  of  12,000  miles 
and  freezing  and  storage  facilities  to 
take  care  of  catches  up  to  five  hundred 
tons. 

Investments  In  craft  of  this  charac- 
ter might  be  warranted  If  there  was 
any  guarantee  the  fish  would  continue 
to  follow  any  set  course  of  travel  sea- 
son after  season.  There  are  natural 
factors  undoubtedly  which  account,  for 
the  presence  of  tuna  so  far  from  their 
warm  water  haunts.  Fish  are  seeking 
food  all  the  time,  we  are  told,  and 
where  rood  exists  In  satisfying  volume 
Is  largely  determined  through  the  di- 
rection of  ocean  currents,  which  are 
In  turn,  to  greater  or  leaifcr  degree, 
actuated  in  soccd  and  direction  by 
major  physical  upheavals  at  the  bot- 
tom of  the  sea.  of  which  there  might 
be  no  record  except  the  tracing  of  a 
seismograph  needle. 

I remember  seeing  a graphic  example 
of  what  strong  winds  can  do.  It  was 
Captain  "Jack"  Townsend,  when  he 
was  master  of  Sa.  Tees,  who  explained 
It.  Delayed  by  utrong  northwesterly 
winds,  the  steamer  was  behind  her 
calls  and  was  obliged  to  stay  alongside 
the  wharf  at  Ucluglet  one  night  be- 
cause of  the  big  sea  outside. 

REDDISH-PINK  COLOR 

The  storm  had  spent  Its  force  by 
dawn  and  at  daylight  the  Tees  was  on 
Us  way.  It  was  a lovely  morning  and 
except  for  the  lazy  shoreward -bound 
ground  swell  there  was  no  Indication 
that  the  wind  had  been  rampaging  for 
days.  All  who  were  up  early  that 
morning  were  curious  over  the  appear- 
ance of  the  ocean  surface.  It  seemed 
to  have  taken  on  a reddlsh-plnk  color 
overnight,  and  this  hue  prevailed  as 
far  as  the  eyes  could  range. 

Captain  Townsend  explained  11  by 
naytng  the  cast  of -the  sea  was  due  to 
the  presence  of  countless  tons  of  fish- 
food.  He  said  the  "brlt."  so  named  by 
whalers,  had  evidently  been  pushed 
Inshore  by  the  prevailing  wind  a great 
distance  from  the  regular  current 
stream,  which  also  had  a reputation 
for  setting  in  closer  to  British  Colum- 
bia shores  under  certain  unexplainable 
circumstances. 

The  captain  of  the  Teea  had  studied 
the  tidal  streams  for  years  and  made 
tests  of  sey  temperatures,  and  found 
these  showed  variation*  In  correspond- 
ing months  In  the  same  localities  over 
a period  of  years..

Sir,— As  a serviceman,  and  one  trying  lo  build 
a home  for  my  family  and  myself.  I sincerely 
hope  the  Arbitration  Board,  when  considering  the 
demand  of  Victoria  carpenters  for  an  Increase 
from  31.40  per  hour  to  $1  55,  will  remember  the 
poor  average  man  who  docs  not  receive  an 
Increase  every  time  Ihe  cost  of  living  Index  goes 
up,  which  Is  what  the  carpenters  want. 

It  Is  possible  this  privileged  class  will  secure 
their  demand,  but  It  must  be  borne  In  mind  that 
they  make  their  gain  at  the  expense  of  other 
people.  We  who  are  not  in  this  privileged  group 
are  thus  doubly  burdened,  once  by  the  Increase 
tn  the  cost  of  living,  and  secondly  by  paying  the 
carpenters'  share  In  th"lr  rise  In  the  actual  cost 
of  living.  The  carpenters  now  receive  23  per  cent 
more  than  the  actual  cost  of  living  rise  since 
the  beginning  of  the  war,  and  have  never  worked 
'more  steadily  in  their  lives. 

Once  again,  I hope  that  the  Arbitration  Board 
considers  the  people  from  whom  the  increase 
must  come.  They  also  must  pay  the  higher  co*t 
of  living  and  cannot  pass  it  on  to  others  less  well 
organised.
